Political Disaster Prophesied if Con- 
cessions Are Granted to the 
Island—Tawney Modifies His 
Proposition in Regard 
to Rebates. 


Washington, March 3.—The_ repubitcan 
members of the house, who met in cau- 
cus again tonight to consider the Cuban 
relief question, after three hours of fruit- 
less discussion, adjourned until Thurs- 
day without action. Mr. Tawney and 
Mr. Morris, of Minnesota, who oppose a 
direct tariff concession and espouse the 
plan of giving a rebate direct to the Cu- 
ban Sugar planters, held the floor 
throughout the evening. 

Much feeling was manifested. Polit- 
jcal disaster to the republican party in 
the beet sugar states was predicted if 
the tariff on sugar was lowered for the 
benefit of the Cuban when another solu- 
tion was open. 

Mr. Tawney had modified his propo- 
sition of a week ago to provide that it 
should: be retroactive until November 1], 
1901, in order to cover all the present 
sugar crop and instead of providing that 
20 per cent of the duties collected should 
be returned, as his former proposition 
did, that 70 cents on each ton of cane 
produced should be distributed directly 
fo the sugar growers. 

The distribution under his plan would 
be made through the military govern- 
ment until the civil government is estab- 
lished. He figured that 70 cents a ton 
would be equivalent to 20 per cent of the 
duty and maintained that his plan would 
insure the receipt of the money by those 
whom congress desired to benefit. If a 


—@ireet-tartff’ concession were made te 


maintained that the benefit would accrue 
to the sugar trust and not to the Cuban 
planters. In this connection he produced 
@ report made by the ways and megs 
committee in the last congress on a res- 
olution introduced by Mr. Richardson, 
the minority leader, for the return of the 
duties collected on Porto Rican sugar. 
This report, it developed, was drawn by 
General Grosvenor. Mr. Tawney read 
from this report, Which contended that 
the benéficiary of the Richardson resolu- 
tion would be the sugar trust, and drew 
the inference that the same result would 
follow a reduction of the duty on sugar 
from Cuba. Mr. Tawney earnestly urged 
the netessity for his retroactive propo- 
sition. 

“If there is need for relief, as is claim- 
ed,”’ said he, it is important that the 
relief should be immeiliate. Without the 
retroactive clause no benefit would re-

General Funston Savs That 
There Is No War in the 
Philippines, 


NO FIGHTING IN ISLANDS 
FOR NEARLY SIX MONTHS 
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Even Respectable Guerrilla Warfare 
Has Ceased—Assassins Lurk in 
the Cane and Shoot Down 
Men at Their 
Mercy. 


New York, March 3.—Brigadier General 
Funston, who is. In’ this gity en route to 
Washington, whet he go2s @o learn if 
he is to return to the Philippines when 
his furlough expires in April, had a talk 
tonight with a reporter and will be quoted 
tomorrow as saying: 

‘There is no mora war in the Philippines 
than there is in Kentucky. Assassins 
lurk in the cane and shoot down men who 
are at their mercy, but there are no sol- 
diers in the field to battl2 with the United 
States troops. Even respectable guerilla 
warfare has ceased. 

“There has been no fighting in any of 
the Philippine provinces for nearly six 
months. It has been said that I have 
opposed the reduction of our forces in the 
east. That is a mistakqa In my opinion 
one-half of our troops might be brought 
home now and at the end of a year o1g- 
half of those remaining might be _re- 
turned. 

“At the same time too much liathude 
should not be given to the natives of the | 
Phitppmes. “They Are Hot dy for self- 
government and they belong to that class 
cf people who look upon Kindness as 
show of weakness. If we are to maintain 
peace in. the island we must deal fairly, 
but somewhat sternly, with most of the 
natives for a good many years. Thev 
have be2n so long accustomed to the 
Spanish methods of treachery that it wiil 
be long before‘they will accept our prom- 
ises 2g we mean them.”

Not a Train from the West Has En- 
tered Grand Central Station in 
New York—Much Suffer- 
ing Is Reported at 
Paterson,

Hudson, N. Y., March 3.—High water in 
ihe Hudson river and the forming of ice 
gorges above this city, south of Albany, 
has stopped railway traffic on the New 
York Central and Hudson Rtver road. 
Great activity prevalls at this station, 
where all trains bound. north are trans- 
ferred over the Boston and Albany rail- 
road, via Chatham to Albany, and trains 
destined for New York arrive by the 


same route. 
Much apprehensicn is felt ahout the 


Schodack. Four large passenger trains 
are stalled there, one of.the trains being 
the Empire State Express, The waters 
‘o..-isen so bigh Medut fhem that the 
cars are. submerged ‘to the roofs, and 
heavy ice is poun:ling them hard, threat- 
ening their demolition. A work train 
from Hudson which wert to the assist- 
ance of the other is also caught in the 


the locomotive fires being extinguished. 

The passengers on the Empire State 
Express were badly frightened, having to 
remain in the cars several hours during 
the night, the ice battering the cars, 
while the water was up to ‘the sets. 
They were ally rescued from their 
perilous position by row boats and placed 
in a relief train; which was sent here. 

There Is Woe at Paterson, N. J. 

New York, March 3.—The great flood 
that has inundated a large part of the 
mill section of Paterson, N. J., subsided 
scmewhat during the night, and it is be- 
lieved the worst is over. The damage 
was very great, It is estimated that the 
loss wrought by the flood is as large as 
that by the fire, while it is said there is 
little or no imsurance to cover it. 

Many families have been rendered 
homeless by floods who were not made so 
by the fire. 

Along the water front on both sides of 
the river almost everything is wrecked, 
foundations and read beds having been 
eaten away and abcut everything in sight 
more or less damaged. 

The East Jersey Water Company is bs 
far the worst sufferer from the flood. 
The entire filtration plant of the com- 
pany, the construction of which was al- 
most complete, is wéped cut. The con- 
tract price for the work was $800,000, all 
cf which is lost to the company. In ad- 
d'tion to this, much of the in-take of the 
company is destroyed and the probabill- 


.ties are that in all the loss to the com- 


pany will amount to a million and a half 
dollars. 

A bridge. at Dundce is'ard, near Pas- 
faic, N. J., was washed away ‘ast night. 
It wes reported that six persons who 
Were on the bridge were drowned, but 
theirnames could not -be learned. Efforts 
today to identify the persons in this 
accident were without result.

Passaic, N.. J.. March 3.—Six lives are 
known to have been lost in the flood 
last night. The old Outwater bridge, 
connecting Passaic ‘with Outwater's lane 
in Bergen county, went out, carrying 
with it six men whose identity is un- 
known. The men were standing on the 
structure parted in the middle and went 
down stream in fragments. 

It is said that men are going about in 
boats robbing houses in the Wallington 
district. The report has aroused great 
indignation, and if the thieves are caught 
by the people it will go hard with them. 
A force of constables is out trying to 
capture the plunderers.

Af- 
ter a fair survey of the site, if it is 
shown that an adequate station 
can be built, the station will be 
built. If the survey develops the 
fect that the site is inadequate, 
then the matter will be dropped.’’—

Depot Committee from Coun- 
cil Was Appointed 
Yesterday. 


IT WILL CONFER WITH 
THE STATE COMMISSION 
Probable That an Early Meeting Will 


Be Held and the Attitude of 
the City Clearly Defined. 


- A special committee from council was 
Yesterday appointed to confer with the 
state depot commission, the railroads 
and property owners adjacent to the 
present depot site in regard to the erec- 
tion of a new passenger station. 

The committee is composed of Council- 
man J. Frank Beck, chairman, Mayor 
Mims, Alderman Woodward. Alderman 
LaHatte, Councilman Reid, City Attorney 
James L, Mayson, and City Bngineer 
Clayton. It is probable that this con® 
mittee will hold a meeting in the course 
of a few days and make known ‘the at- 
titude of the city with reference fo the 
location. of the depot and the views of 
citizens with reference.to the possible 
closing up of Pryor street. 

The appointment of the committee came 
as the result of the combined efforts. of 
Mayor Mims and Councilman Beck. At 
the meeting of council held two weeks 
ago, Councilman Beck {ntroduced a rese- 
lution calling for the appointment of 
such a committee. This resolution, Ao- 
gether with a communication from Mayor 
Mims, was read at yesterday's mee!- 
ing and adopted. At the same time, Coun- 
cilman Beck introduced a resolution the 
effect of which showed the city’s at- 
titude as antagonistic to the present 
site. It condemned the proposed closing 
of Pryor street which would necessarily 
follow if the state’s property is used. 

An effort was made to have this reso- 
lution referred to the council] depot com- 
mittee which hadj; just been appointed. 
Councilman Key in discussing this phase 
,of the question, said: 

“T don’t think it would be a good’ idea 
to make the city’s attitude or wishes in 
the matter too plain, for the state is not 
going to do anything that the city 
wants done. If Atlanta doesn’t want 
the depot erected where it is now, the 


best thing she can do is to say that she 
then the state will 
be sure to put it somewhere else—proba- 
bly in the -very place where we might 
want it. No site the city really wants 
will be chosen iff the railroad people 
know it in advance.”

President Asures Delegation That 


He Has Not Abandoned the 
Exposition Trip, 


LETTER FROM TILLMA 
NOT EVEN MENTIONED 


President Will Not Notice Lt. Gov- 
ernor’s Action—Senator Tillman 
Never Warned President 
Roosevelt To Keep Away 
from Charleston.

Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt will carry out his orig- 
inal intention and visit the Charleston 
exposition. This cofclusion was reached 
todav during a conference between the 
president and a delegation of citizens 
representing Charlestén. The president 
received his visitors with great cordial- 
itv. entertainéd them at luncheon and 
assured them that nothing had occurred 
to alter his determination to visit the ex- 
position. 

The Tillman-McLaurin incident was not 
even mentioned during the interview and 
there was no allusion to the sword 
presentation affair, which allowed Lieu- 
tenant Governor Tillman to acquire 
some questionable notoriety. The pres:- 
dent evidently proposes to ignore that 
subject and his visitors had no oc- 
casion to revive such an ulppleasant in- 
cident. 

He Will Go to Exposition. 

The Charleston delegation was composed 
of Maior J. Aedger Smythe, R. G. 
Rhett,. Colonel C. W. Kollock, C. 8&8. 
Hadgden and Colonel J. C. Hemphill. 

These gentlemen, representing the man- 
agement of the exposition and-the citl- 
zens of Charleston generally, came to 
Washington this mornig by appointment 
with the president, and had a brief in- 
terview with him in his off yduring 
which he assured them that | would 
visit Charleston in the followin tphatic 
language: 

‘I shall most certainly com@‘I am 
anxious to visit Charleston A*&<.° shall 
de so after consultation with Mrs. Roose- 
velt as to what date will be most con- 
venient. My little son, Theodore, is still 
far from well and we will have to confer 
with Dr. Rixey as to when we can with 
propriety leave him. I hope to be able to 
make the trip some time the latter part 
of the present month, probably about the 
26th. These details we can arrange a 
few.days later. Now, gentlemen, wtil 
you do me the honor to take luncheon 
with me this afternoon at half past 1 
o’clock.”’ 

The Charleston delegation withdrew, 
delighted with the assurances given them 
by the ffesident, and later they returned 
to the white house and ‘spent nearly 
two hours at luncheon and in the most 
delightful conversation with the president 
and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

It was an entirely infotmal affair and 
the conversation took a wide and general 
range. Naturally, the president express- 
ed the deepest interest in the Charleston 
exposition and the historic associations 
which cluster around that city. Mrs. 
Roosevelt evidenced a keen interest in 
the arrangement for the trip and it was 
finally concluded that the president and 
his party will spend two days in Charles- 
ton. 

The original programme will be car- 
ried out as far as possible, which in- 
cludes a visit to the exposition on ‘‘Pres- 
ident’s day,’ with a military escort, a 
cruise down the harbor to Fort Sumter, 
a visit to Sullivans island, and also a 
dtoo over night at Pine Forest inn, 
at Summerville, and an inspection of 
Dr. Sheppard’s tea farm at the latter 
piace, 
Date for the Trip. | 

It was agreed that the date for th 
trip would be left open for the next: 
two or three days, to await developments 
in the illness of young Teddy. It is: 
probable that Wednesday, the 28th in- 
stant, will be agreed upon as the date 
of departure from Washington, giving 
the presidential party two days in 
Charleston and returning here Saturday 
night. 

The members of the delegation left the 
white house highly pleased with their re« 
ception by the president and his wife, 
and above ali they were gratified by his 
positive assufance that he wilf visit 
the exposition. Because of the statements 
of-his close friends, following the Jim 
Tillman episode, they naturally feared the 
president might not go, but he has wise- 
ly decided that it would be unfair to the 
people of South Carolina |to hold them 
responsible for the lieutenant governor's 
rudeness. 

The efforts of some New York news- 
papers to create a sensation over the 
allegéd possibility of the president being 
made uncomfortable in case he went 
to South Carolina creates only amuse- 
ment here. | 

It was alleged that Senator Tiliman hea 
called on Senator Platt, in New York, and 
had said there was such great indignation 
in South Carolina toward Roosevelt that 
it would be unwise for. him. to go 
there: The story was made out of the 
whole cloth. Tillman did not see Platt 
at all and said nothing of the sort to 
anybody: On the contrary, he says he 
is sure the bresident wilt be well receiv- 
ed and will be given a great time.

BLOW TO DEALERS IN FUTURES 


United States Supreme Court Up- 
holds the Illinois Law. 
Washington, March 3.—The supreme 
court today q@onfirmed the decree of the 
supreme court of the state of Illinois in 
the case of Alfred G. Booth v.’ the State 
of Illinois, invol¥ing the validity of the 
state statute imposing a fine of from $10 

to $1,000 for dealing in futures. 

The decision of the state court upheld 
the taw, and today’s opinion sustained 
that decision. The opiniom was handed 
down by Justice Harlan and was dissented 
from by Justices Brewer and Peckham. 

The IlMnois law involved is section 130 
of tne criminal code of the state, and -it 
provides that whoever contracts to have 
or give to himself for a:other the option 
to sell or buy at a future time any grain 
Gor other commodity, forestalls a market 
by spreading false rumors to influence 
the price of commodities or corners the 
merket shall be fined not less than $10 
nor more than $1,000 or confined in the 
county jail not exceeding one year or 
both. 

In delivering the opinion of the court 
Justice Harlan said that Booth had been 
indicted ‘‘on the charge of violating the 
statute so far as :t related to options to 
buy grain or other commodities at a fu- 
ture time. He was found guilty and ad- 
judged to pay a fine of. $100."" 

' The opinion of the supreme ccurt of II- 
l-neis was affirmed. 


THREE-CENT FARES ILLEGAL. 


City of Detroit Loses in United 
States Supreme Court. 

Washington, March 3.—In a decision 
rendered in the United States supreme 
court today it was held that the ordi- 
nance enacted by the city government 
of Detroit, Mich., arbitrarily reducing 
Street car fares to 3 cents was irregular 
and without binding effect. 

This decision was-based upon the fact 
that previous ordinances had been passed 
fixing the street car fares at 5 cents. 

In passing on the question of control, 
Justice Peckham, who delivered the opin- 
fon of the court, said: 

“The rate of fare having been fixed by 
positive agresment under the expressed 
legislative authority, the subject is not 
open to alteration thereafter by the com- 
mon council alone, under the right to 
prescribe from tims to time the rules and 
regulations for the running and operation 
of the road. Nor does the language of 
the ordinance, which provides that the 
rate of fare for one passenger shall not 
be more than 5 cents, give any right ‘to 
the city to reduce it below the rate of 5 
cents established by the company. -It is 
a contract which gives thle company the 
right to charge a rate or fare up to the 
Sum of 5 cents per single passenger and 
leaves no power to the city to reduce it 
without the consent of the company.” ~

Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—Sen- 
ator @lay today obtained unanimous 
consent to take up and pasS the bill 
providing for the establishment of a ma~ 
rine hospital at Savannah. During the 
consideration of morning business Sen- 
ator Clay stated he expected to be ab- 
sent from the city for a few days and 
was deeply interested in the passage of 
the bill named.

Census Bureau Bill. 

Washington, March 3.—In conference 
with members of congress today Presi- 
dent Roosevelt expressed his disapproval 
of the civil servfce provision of the bill 
creating as permanent census bureau, 
which has passed both houses and is now 
before him. 

The bill extends the provisions of the 
civil service law to all the clerks at pres- 
ent employed in the census office, num- 
bering about 1,700, and the president takes 
the position that this action is an injus- 
tice to those who have passed and who 
may pass the civil service examination 
prescribed by law. 

He is, however, anxious to have a per-

FILIBUSTER WAS IN VAIN 


For Previous Question Was Ordered 
on Report—Loud Scores Rural 
Free Delivery.

Washington, March 3.—The house to- 
to classify the rura)] free delivery ser- 
vice and place the carriers under the 
contract system. Only two speeches were 
delivered today. Mr. Loud, of California, 
chairman of the committee on postoffices 
and post roads, made the opening argu- 
ment in favor of the bill, speaking for 
two and a half hoyrs. Mr. Swanson, of 
Virginia, led the opposition. The debate 
was interrupted before the close of the 
session by the presentation of the con- 
ference report on the Philippine tariff 
bill. Mr. Payne, the majority leader, de- 
clined to allow the minority more than 
thirty minutes in which to discuss the 
report, and this offer was rejected by 
Mr. Richardson, the minority leader. A 
filibuster followed and the house adjourn- 
ed after the previous question upon the 
adoption of the report had been ordered. 

Mr. Loud, of California, began the de- 
bate on the rural free delivery bill. He 
declared that upon the solution: of this 
question would depend whether the rural 
free delivery service would cost ultimate- 
ly $60,000,000 or $20,000,000 per annum. The 
rural free delivery service up to this 


time, he said, had been a polfical one, 
and it had given many members of con- 


|] gress their first.taste of the sweets of 


) public patronage. 
Growth of. Service. 

He traced the history and rapid growth 
of the service and its cost, declaring that 
et Was Ag -most extrgvagant in the public 
service.: At fhe Inceptfon the carriers re- 
ceived $300 per annum. They now re- 
ceive $600. If the salary system was con- 
tinued they would eventually receive $800 
or $900. At the present time $f9,000 was 
being spent for the supervisory force. 

Mr. Loud charged that a promise had 
gone forth that 
was continued, the members of congress 
would control the appointment of the 
carriers in the future, as they had in the 
nast. 

Mr. Swanson, of Virginia, argued that 
the present system would be more ad- 
vantageous to the rural communities than 
the’ contract system. He contended that 
if the service were made effective it would 
eventually become self-supporting. 

Mr. Swanson contended that the con- 
tract system under the terms of the bill 
would allow the building up of a political 
machine by permitting the department 
to pass upon the trustworthiness of the 
bidders. He said that the present sys- 
tem by which democratic congressmen 
were allowed to name half the carriers in 
their districts should be continued. 

Will Bar Politics. 

J. P. Williams, of Yiinols, took issue 
with Mr. Swanson as to the latter state- 
ment, declaring that northern democrats 
were allowed no voice in fhe selection of 
carriers. He believed the contract sys- 
tem would take the servi out of poli- 
tics. 

When Mr. Swanson concluded the com- 
mittee rose and Mr. Payne, the majfor- 
ity leader, called up the conference re- 
port on fhe Philippine tariff bill. He ex- 
plained the compromise effected by the 
confereees. 

Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, the mi- 
nority leader, demanded to be allowed to 
take the floor in his own right to discuss 
the conference report, but Mr. Payne de- 
clined to yield the floor for that purpose. 
He refused to grant more than thirty min- 
utes<to the minority. This proffer, Mr. 
Richardson deéctined. On a division the 
vote stood: Ayes, 73; nays, 62. Mr. 
Richardson made the point of no quo- 
rum. The speaker was able 
147 embers—not a. quorum—and Mr. 
Richardson moyed an adjournment. The 
motion was lost—67 to 8l—and there bein 
no quorum present the Speaker directed 
the. elerk to call the roll.

for Passage of Shipping 
Measure.

Mr. Fryé, pt, Maine, chairman of the 
committee om commerce, made the open- 
ing statement in support of the bill. He 
qecupied’ the floor for nearly two hours, 
reviewing*.the measure reported by the 
committee and gealing with questions 
which have ariseg in connection with its 
consideration, — 

Mr. Frye’a address was largely techni. 
eal, but his argument was listened to 
with close attention by senators on both, 
sides of the chamber. 4 

It seemed to him, Mr. Frvye said, that 
the policy of protection had been vastly 
beneficial to thé American people. The 
United States, he asserted, had no peer 
industrially. Only one industry had been 
without protecttion—and. without protec- 
tion for fifty. years—and with the logical 
result. The shipping .interests of the 
country ‘had been neglected in the giving 
of protection. This country had per- 
mitted its inferiors, to seize upon the path- 
ways of ocean commerce almost without 
a struggle. 

‘It seems to me,”’ said Mr. Frye, ‘‘that 
that picture ought to humiliate and mor- 
tify beyond expression any patriotic cit- 
izen of the United States who glories in 
the power and prosperity of his country. 
It is not alone humiliating—it is absolute- 
ly dangerous.”’ ; 

Mr. Frye asked who was going to car- 
ry the $487,000,000 of exports in the event 
of a war between Germany and Great 
Britain. “Why,” said he, ‘the farmers 
and the manufacturers and the wage 
earners of the, United States would pay 
a penalty equal to.that paid by either of 
the contending parties.’’ 

Mr. Frye then sought to show that this 
condition of things was caused by Amet- 
ican wages, which increased the cost of 
our ships for thé forefgn trade at least 
25 per cent. 

Subsidies by Other Nations. 

- Mr. Frye declared that of all steamships 
in the wond of 14kgots and upward, 80 per 
cent are subsidized by the countries whose 
flags they carry. Of 16 knots and up- 
ward, he said, all but six in the world 
are heavily subsidized by the countries 
whose flags they ‘float. ‘‘Are we to sub- 
mit to this humiliating, wretched condi- 
tion of things?’’ said Mr. Frye. 

The nations paying these subsidies, he 
declared, did so-for the purpose of extend- 
ing their trade“and fer nothing else. 
“Trade cannet preegde the mail,’”’ said he, 
“The mail must precede the trade.’’ 

Mr. Frye. contended, that there is nét a 
nation on this earth. that. needs markets 
for its surplus products more than the 
United States. An American ship, han- 
dled by intelligent, active, earnest and 
interested American officers, he said, is a 
better instrument for the distribution 
of our products abroad than a German 
ship, officered with Germans, Germany 
being a dangerous rival of the United 
States. Mr. Frye declared that free ships, 
for which some senators were contend- 
ing, would mean an increase in cost of 25 
per cent more than they do- now, and 
would close every ship yard fn the United 
States against building any ship for for- 
eign trade. He said that bounties had 
been suggested, but thease were repugnant 
to the constitution and a violation of 


ferent nations of the world. 

‘‘Now, these natfons are today looking 
jealously at us,’ said Mr- ye, ‘‘and it 
is said that they are studying the prob- 
lem as to how they can stop us from 
getting into these foreign markets.’’ To 
abrogate these treaties, he said, would 
enly serve as an excuse for retaliation. 
He said that the only way to accomplish 
anything in the direction indicated by 
him would be to pay from the treasury 
of the United States annually a sum of 
money which shall be equal to the dif- 
ference between the operating and carry- 
ing on of the trade in foreign ships and 
that carried(in our own.

Mr. Frye said that in two years the en- 
actment of the pending bill would in- 
crease the expenditure in American. ship 
yards $40,000,000. In addition, the mail 
subsidies, amounting to nearly $3,000,000 a 
year, would act as’fn offset to the amount 
of about $6,000,000 paid in subsidies to 
American shipping. © 

At the conchision of Mr. Fry®’s state- 
ment, Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, inquired 
as to the condition of business in Ameri- 
can ship yards. Was it true that they 
‘were full of orders? 

“Tt is not true,” replied Mr. Frye. 

Mr. Bacon asked Mr. Frye had he not 
noted in the newspapers the glowing 4c- 
counts of the work being done in Ameri- 
can ship yards. 

Mr. Frye replied that he had seen a 
paragraph to the effect that Mr. Fur- 
ness, of Great Britain, ha® made’a con- 
tract recently for the construction of 
eight steamships in American yards.

TAFT IN A HOPEFUL MOOD. 


He Thinks Army in Philippines Can 
: Be’ Greatly Reduced. 
Washington, March 3.—Governor Taft 

Was examined by the house committee 

on insular affairs on the different phases 

in the Philippine islands. In answer to a 

question Governor Taft said that with a 

dual form of government—military and 

civil—it was inevitable that some fric- 
tlon should be created-at some _ time. 

Governor Taft stated, however, that each 

side was sincerely striving to work out 

the problems. presented. 

The governor estimated that the United 
States military force could be reduced to 
15,000 men in one year from thig time, 
and he thought 2,000 would suffice now. 
Governor Taft again expressed himself 
favorable to a 75 per cent reduction in 
the duties, ‘and said that while the pro- 
posed 2% per cent reduction might do 
something, it hardly would afford the re- 
lief desired. 6, 

He said it .was a mistake to believe 
there would be any dumping of large 
amoynts of Philippine tobacco and other 
goods on the American markets, as the 
products were too small to afféct this 
market, although ultimately the tariff 
concessions would develop a great trade 
between the United States and the Phil- 
ippines. The governor presented letters 
from the large representatives of labor 
in the island, urging the need of Chinese 
skilled labor. He gave 260,000 Chinese as 
the outside figures for the entire group of 
islands and said that the assertion that 
the population reached 1,500,000 makes an 
exaggeration.

Dazzling Reception Is Given 
to the Royal Visitor By

THOUSANDS LINE STREET 
AND CHEER IN HIS HONOR 


Banquet and Ball Tendered Him at 
Auditorium—The Prince Alludes 
tc Chicago’s Packinz In- 
dustry and Praises

of thundreds of electric lights. There 
were ‘“‘welcomes’’ by the score; there 
were G6agles and flags, and there were 
strings of gay-colored lights almost with- 
out number. 7 

No hint of the electric Night decorations 
was given to the Prince until] after his 
carriage had-rolled over Jackson boule- 
vard bridge, and was descending the gen- 
tle. slope that leads toward Michigan 
avenuc. Then almost in the same second 
the lights were turned on, and what had 
been but one second before a lane between 
dark towering buildings’ became an 
avenue of dazzling light. Three torch-/ 
bearers, who were German veteran sol- 
diers, lit the torches at almost the same 
instant, anid -from end to end of the 
boulevard between the bridge and Michi- 
gan avenue, two-thirds of a mile away, 
there was an instantaneous blaze of red 
fire frcm both sides of the street. 
Mayor Harrison Receives Prince. 

The train ttopped with the last car, on 
which Prince Henry rode, opposite the 
main gate of the depot. The German 
ambassador, Baron Von Holleben, was 
the first to alight and was greeted at 
cnce by Dr. Walter Weber, the German 
consul in Chicago. Dr. Weber was then 
presented by Baron Von Holleben to 
Prince Henry, and Dr. Weber presented 
to the prince Mayor Harrison, who 
formally received the visitor on behalf of 
the city of Chicago. 

Prirce Henry bowed his acknowledge- 
ments of Mayor Harrison's greeting, 
saying simply; 

“I thank you.” 

The mayor and the prince, followed by 
the others, then passed through the largs 
arched gateway. and up the stairs into 
the street. A dense throng filled the 
street and the sidewalks for a square in 
either direction, and ringing cheers filled 
the air as the prince emerged. 

The cavfiry escort quickly wheeled into 
pesition, the prince entered his carriage, 
and the drive to the Auditorium hotel 
was begun. 

A feuiture of the proeession from fhe 
depot to the hotel was the great number 
of German veteran soldiers, who. lined 
the streets and who went fairly wild in 
their efforts to show their devotion to the 
prince. They had among them by far the 
greater number of torches that were seen 
along the avenue, and when the line of 
carriages had passed the soldiers fell 
into line behind them. 

Shortly after reaching the hotel, the 


banquet, began. As the prince entered the 
banquet hall the room rang with cheers. 
Prince All Smiles. 

The prince seemed greatly pleased at 
the warmth of.his welcome, and bowed 
and smiled repeatedly, and after he had 
taken his seat; he nodded right and left 
selves. 

F. Willis Rice proposed the health cf 
Prince Henry. It was drunk amid. leud 
cheers, and before one-third of the guests 
had sunk into their seats, the prince was 
on his feet. , 

“I propose the health of té& president 
of the United States,” he called in ring- 
ing tones, and up came the banqueters, 
and the health of President Roosevelt 
was drained in hearty fashion. 

Mayor Harrison then rose from nis 
reat. ‘‘Long live the emiperor of Ger- 
many.’’ he called, holding his glass high. 
Once more in volume as deep as before 
came the cheers, all the guests waving 
their napkins wildly. 

After the’ banquet, which ended shortly 
before 8 o’clock, the prince and his suite 
drove to the armory of the First infantry, 


erranged a choral festival in his honor. 
Greeted by Roar of Cheers. 

Michigan avenue sidewalks were lined 
as closely as the people could be packed. 
A roar of cheers greeted the prince as he 
left the hotel, and from there until he 
passed within the doors of the armory 
there was continuous shout, which was 
eclipsed in volume only when he entered 
the armory, where 6,000 people, most of 
them born in the fatherland or descend- 
ants who had been, were gathered to meet 
him. 

Several times six thousand people wero 
on the outside of the building, and they 
added their’ cheers to those that walled 
up the inside of the building. As the 
prince entered the hall, the great orches- 
tra of more than one hundred piéces 
burst forfh im the national anthem of 
Germeny. Then there was another out- 
burst of cheers that was reechoed by the 
immense crowd outside. 

Diréctiy under the box occupied by 
Prince Henry was a huge’platform upon 
which Were seated the members of the 
great chorus, under the directién of 
Gustav Ehrhorn. Directly in front of the 
chorus was fteated the orchestra, under 
the direction of Carl Bunge.

neither ladrones nor insurgents. But he 
thinks a private feud was at the bottom 
of the matter. Word has been received 
that Ampil is still alive, but under tor- 
ture and expecting death. As previously 
set forth in th@se dispatches, Ampil was 
an enthusiastic American sympathizer. 

Forces of constabulary and military are 
Scouring the country and: bands of insur- 
gents and ladromes are flocking to the 
island of Leyte. The. constabulary of- 
ficials have been notified of the arrival of 
malcontents there from Bohol and ‘other 
places. An extra force of constabulary 
will endeavor to handle the malcon- 
tents. 

General Lukban has offered to assist 
in suppressing the insurgents if given a 
certificate that he conducted his share 
of the war according to civiiized usages. 
His offer has not yet been considered 
favorably.

The burghers were driven off and the 
convoy resumed its march, when a more 
determined attack was made on the con- 
voy’s left flank, the Boers getting with- 
in 100 yards and stampeding the mules 
harnessed to a number of wagons. The 
attacking forces were again driven off. 

At about 630 in the morning the rear 
guard was attacked by a strong force of 
Boets, and, simultaneously, another body 
ef Boers boldly charged the center of the 
convoy and stampeded the mules in -all 
directions, throwing the escort into con- 
fusion, during which the Boers charged 
and recharged, riding down the separated 
British units. The fighting lasted two 
hours, during which the British guns and 
a pompom almost exhaused their am- 
munition. A detachment of 200 mounted 
infantry from Kigrksdorp attempted to 
reinforce the British, but were held in 
check by the Boers. 

Lieutenant Colonel Anderson adds that 
the strength of the Boers was estimated 
at from 1,200 to 1,700. Commandants De- 
larey, Kemps, Colliers, Lemmer, Wolma- 
rans and Potgieter ere all present. 
Commandant Lemmer is said to have 
been killed. 


BRITISH REMOUNT SCANDAL. 


Parliamentary Paper Issued on Sub- 
ject—American Mules Praised. 


London, March 3.—A parliamentary -pa- 
per was issued tonight, containing dis- 
patches and reports regarding the re- 
mount deparment in South Africa. It 


refers to the American mules as being 
the “‘best reccived from any source; mag- 
nificer.t workers, and kept in condition 
under the most adverse cireumstances.”’ 

The papers on the remount department. 
in South Africa is considered the strong-- 
est inlictment of its own incapacity yet 
issued by the war office, and it will go 
far to explain to the public the reazéns 
why the war has been so unduly pro- 
longed. This paper shows continual con- 
flict thrvughout the war. betWeen the 
genera‘s at the front appealing for horses 
and the. officials of the war office who 
were endeaviring to limit the number of 
horses sent ut. 

Lord Roberts repeatedly callea for more 
norses, and was met with the suggestions 
from the war office that the supply might 
be diminished. 

The parHamentary paper then sets forth 
complaints from the war office of the 
wastage of horses through the inefficien(’ 
of “the remount department, and Mr. 
Brodrick wired in November: “We can- 
not continue indefinitely to send 10,000 to 
12,00 remounts a month to be used up 
by column commanders in a few days.” 

In parliament today Mr. Brodrick an- 
nounced that the government was. still 
dispatching 12,00) remounts monthly.

Entire Police Force and Mi- 
litia Hold Norfolk Strik- 
ers in Check, 


(CARS ARE WITHDRAWN 
LATER IN AFTERNOON 


‘Women and Children Swarm the 
Track, Daring Motormen To 
Run Over Them—Debs and 
Mahone Will Arrive in 
Norfolk Today. , 


Norfolk, Va., March 3.—Cars were run 
on the main line of the Norfolk Railway 
and Light Company here today, but the 
services of the entire police force, to- 
gether with the Seventy-first regiment of 
Virginia, were deemed necessary to start 
the wheels. 

A partial compromise in the matter of 
ponding caused many of the strikers to 
return to work, but they soon began to 
quit again, and trouble is brewing. 

A squad of militiamen occupied the 
front end rear platforms of the car, with 
a police guard inside. In Hunterville, 
where the majority of the strikers live, 
wives, mothers, sisters and children of 
the strikers stand on the tracks and defy 
the motormen to run over them. Wires 
were cut in the rear of the power house 
and lumber was piled across the track in 
gome places. 

The strikers are determined not to go 
back to work under present conditions. 
President W. D. Mahone, of the National 
Amalgamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Employees, will arrive here'in the 
morning from Detroit, as will Eugene Vv. 
Debs, of Milwaukee. : 

Tonight three companics of infantry 
guard the car barns. Two more bat- 
talions are in the Norfolk armory. 

Late this afternoon the company decided 
it would be best to bring the cars in, 
and two hours later they were all in the 
barns. 

So far there has been no serious: trouble.

Delivers a Strong 


Savannah, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)— 
Judge Pope Barrow, of the superior court, 
Successor to the late Judge Robert Falli- 
gant, delivered his first charge to a grand 
jury today. The position taken by the 
judge ‘relative to ‘gambling and other 
illicit practices that are common here 
Was such as to create wide discussion, 
and the sporting fraternity has been 
thrown into the deepest alarm. They 
fear that the advent of Judge BRarrow 
marks the passing of the old system of 
fines. By special invitation of the judge, 
many of the ministers of Savannah’ were 
present to hear his charge. 

Judge Barrow stated the law in clear 
and concise form, and called the atten- 
tion of the grand jurors to their duties 
as servants of the people. The. charge 
was not read. While it showed careful 
thought and due ‘deliberation, and was 
delivered in a masterful and entertaining 
manner, it showed no previous prepara- 
tion as to composition. 

He expressed the willingness of the 
court to aid the jurors in any way possi- 
ble in putting matters before them for 
consideration, and proffered the services 
of the officers of the court to cooperate 
with them to that end. He said that 
every good citizen should aid their hon- 
orable body in ferreting out crime. His 
honor impressed upon them their suprem2 
power in this respect, pointing out that 
no other officer of the court can institute 
a criminal prosecution. 

The County Reformatory. 

On the questicn of a county reforma- 
tory, the judge had much to say in its 
advocacy. He told of his personal ob- 
servations at the convict camp. He said 
that the present status of affairs was a 
d.sgrace to a civilized cemmunity. The 
last grand jury recommended a reforma-

“Personally, the recon:mendation was 
very gratifying to me for this reason: It 
happened that a few days after I was 
appointed juage I had occasfn to visit 
the county convict farm. A messenger 
was sent for some trivial purpose or 
other about the farm, and came -to me in 
the person of a child, apparently not 
more than °2 or 13 years of age. I was 
surprised to find that the child was con- 
fined in such a place with confirmed, 
hardened and desperate criminals, ad- 
dicted to all the vices to which human 
nature is susceptible. I was told that 
there we ea great many more. 

“I went*straightrback to town and saw 
the foreman of the grand jury and told 
him that such a state of affairs ought 
not last and should not last, and that, if 
[ could help it, it would not last another 
term of the court; that the confinement 
of juvenile criminals was a disgrace to 
any civilized community. I called on the 
chairman of the convict farm and pre- 
sented my views, and this resolution of 
the grand jury followed.”’ 

The judg2 then read the law which pro- 
vides that when the grand jury of a 
county having a _ population of 30,000 
recommends that a_ reformatorv for 
juvenile criminals under the age of 16 be 
established, the ordinary shall call an 
election by the people. 

He Refers to Gambling. 

Judge Barrow referred ag follows to 
gambling, which is rife 1n Savannah: 

“I give it to you as my deliberate judg- 
ment that the upas tree of society is this 
vice of gambling. Better for every bar 
room in the city of Savannah to Stay 
open every day in the week from sunrise 
to sunset than to have a single gambling 
place from sunrise to ‘sunset every day 
ae my year. is ’

And they ought 
to say that promptly and definitely. 
The people of the city and the state 
are becoming thoroughly disheartened 
and disgusted by the useless delay. 
They think the case is one of such’ 
plain business terms as to call for 
action without equivocation. 

if the railway cOmpanies are satis- 
fied that the state can afford them the 
necessary facilities for depot traffic 
on the present site they should accept 
the situation frankly and gracefully. 
If they are not so satisfied, they know 
that fact now and can say so without 
further backing and filling in debate. 
Every interest involved in the ques- 
tion calls for speedy and ultimate ac- 
tion and it is squarely up to the rail- 
Way people to say yes or no to the 
pending proposition.

A few days ago The Constitution 
referred to the cases of two boys of 
tender age confined in the city stocke 
ade among criminals, though guilty of 
no statutory crime, because the law is 
such as to forbid their committal to 
the county. reformatory. We urged 
that our authorities should remedy 
this laches in our correctional sys- 
tem, and we are pleased to say thalt 
yesterday the county executive com- 
mittee provided for a vote at the April 
primary as to whether legislative 
action shall be had enabling the city 
waifs to be committed io the county 
reformatory. We hope the voters will 
so elect and for reasons too patent to 
need an argument in their support. 

Meanwhile we print elsewhere in 
this issue a proposition by Rev. W. E. 
Mumford, of the Georgia Industrial 
Home, Macon, which is worthy of con- 
sideration by the charitable people of 
the city. He offers to utilize the fa- 
cilities of the home under his man- 
agement, augmented Ly our local con- 
tributions, to supply cheap and re- 
formatory refuge and training for the 
waifs of our community, of whicl] 
Jimmy Steele and Pink Gentle are 
samples. 

Mr. Mumford, impelled by a srong 
sense of mission to the neglected and 
outcast youth of the state, abandoned 
easier and more promising fields of re- 
ligious work to devote himself to the 
rescue and salvation of juvenile wajfs. 
He has labored for five years with a 
zeal, consecration and success that il- 
lustrate the earnestness of his soul. 
He has founded and is slowly building 
up one of the most beneficent volun- 
tary charities in the state. 

The good citizens of Atlanta—and 
they are many and competent—can 
scarcely do better work for our child 
floaters, exposed to want, vice and 
every temptation to degradation, than 
to fall in with the proposition made by 
this sincere and effective philanthro 
pist. The $3,000 necessary to erect 
and equip the two cottages, capable of 
housing fifty children, equally divided 
between girls and boys, is a small de- 
mand to make of the charitable lib- 
erality of this Christian community. 
And after that we know that it should 
be easy to find fifty persons of wealth 
and humanity who would agree to pay

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The Panama Canal Fake. 

Recent events are letting «a large 
amount of daylight into, the isthmian 
canal situation. It will be remember- 
ed that Senator Morgan.has always 
claimed that the introduction of the 
Panama canal purchase scheme into 
the discussion was for the purpose of 
mixing up matters and’ delaying defi- 
nite action upon the Nicaragua proj- 
ect. His charge that the Panama 
company could not give a valid title 
to Laeir concessions and property has 
proven true. . 

The Colombian government: has 
served notice on the world that it is 
a party at interest in the concessions 
held by the Panama company and that 
the latter cannot convey these without 
the consent of Colombia. A meeting 
of stockholders of the Panama com- 
pany, held in Paris, has also declared 
‘that the directors are not authorized 
to sell out their interests to the United 
States, .or tg any one else, without 
first submitting the price to the ap- 
proval of the stockholders. They 
threaten to appeal to the French 
courts to sustain their contention. 

It wiu thus be seen the whole Pana- 
ma agitation has been skillfully used, 
perhaps by the trans-continental rail- 
way companies, for the purpose of 
confusing counsel in the American 
congress and preventing it from going 
forward promptly with the building of 
an isthmian canal. 

All this emphasizes what The Con- 
stitution has been saying from the out- 
set of these discussions of the inter- 
oceanic canal project. We have con- 
tenaed that Senator Morgan was cor- 
rect in his diagnosis of the situation, 
and we have urged that congress 
should not be deterred from its duty to 
the people by any of these ‘rival 
schemes, The interests of our grow- 
ing commerce, and especially those of 
our agricultural and manufacturing 
industries in the south, require that 
an isthmian canal should be built with 
the least possible delay. Now that the 
whole country is made aware that the 
only safe and practical route is proba- 
bly that by way of the Nicaragua 
route, there certainly should be found 
no further excuse for refusing to order 
the building of the canal and provide 
the means for its construction. 

At any rate, no harm can be done 
to any contending interests by the 
adoption of the Spooner bill, which 
leaves the question of final decision in 
the route matter to the president, 
or an expert commission acting under 
his direction. That at least will ena- 
ble him to force a plain show-down 
upon the part of all those who have 
routes and concessions to offer to our

The fact that the great financiers 
and trust managers of the country are 
not exhibiting any extraordinary ex- 
citement over the action of the presi-+ 
deut in ordering the attorney general 
to test the legal validity of the North- 
ern Securities Trust Company's opera- 
tions is almost sufficient evidence that 
they do not feel themselves; or their 
schemes in jeopardy through that 
movement. 

Some sanguine individuals were in- 
clined at first to believe that the presi- 
dent really had screwed his courage 
up to the point of attacking the oc- 
topus and vindicating the oft-repeated 
declaration of his party that it is not

trusts. But it is given out in a matter 
of fact sort of way from undoubtedly 
inspired sources that the president has 
assured the great trust organizers that 
he has no such intentions. His pres- 
ent movement is rather intended. to 
make a case before the courts with all 
the probabilities in favor of their find- 
ing that the irusts have not violated 
any federal law and are, therefore, 
safe from any prosecution by federal 
authority. In other words the move- 


the trusts than for the protection of 
the people, for it is believed very gen- 
erally that the attorney general in the 
pending cases will be thrawn out of 
court and the merger of the Northern 
Pacific lines of railway will be de- 
clared legal so far as the federal anti- 
trust statute is concerned.

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Germany as an Empire. 

Since the arrival of Prince Henry 
in this country we Have received many 
letters of inquiry touching upon 
German governmental affairs and 
we have been amazed at _ the 
ignorance of the general public 
concerning the extent and character 
of the’ empire over which the royal 
brother of Prince Henry presides. 

What is today known as the German 
empire is less than a generation old, 
having been organized by Bismarck 
under a constitution bearing date of 
April 16, 1871, and uniting under the 
common fiag of the fatherland all of 
the German provinces. In some re- 
spects this consolidation is not unlike 
our own federal union. There are 
forty-five states, each possessing 
separate domestic * governments, 
though bound together under one gen- 
eral government. The area of the em- 
pire is 208,830 square miles and the 
population 56,000,000 souls. Thus, 
while in area the empire is much 
smaller than the state of Texas, yet 
in population it is almost as large as 
the United States, 

Since the consolidation. of the sepa- 
rate German states by Bismarck the 
empire has become one of the great 
powers of the globe and has more than 
fulfilled the prediction of Carlyle, who. 
announced during the middle of the 
last century that the consolidation was 
bound to come.

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A Problem and a Suggestion. 

Bditor Constitution: I have been deeply 
touched by the cases of Jimmy Steele and 
Pink Gentle, the two outcast boys who have 
been committed to your stockade by the city 
recorder, Judge Broyles. Your editortal in a 
recent issue of The Constitution in reference 
to this matter, urging that a juvenile asylum 
be established for Atlanta waifs, rejoices me 
because ‘it voices in full concord my present 
life work. ; 

Vietor Hugo said ‘‘the French revolution 
etarted in the gamin of the street:” [I think 
he might have eaid it started ‘‘in the neglect 
bf the gamin of the street by the well to do.’” 
“werything that looks to the resoue, relief and 
care of innocent, irresponsible childhood from 
the hands of poverty and crime rejoices my 
heart. You know somewhat of the work we 
have in hand at the Georgia Industrial home. 
It is the only institution in the state that 
stande specially for the rescue and. salvation 
of these orphans of living parents. 

Our institution is epen to the children of 
the state who need us the worst. We have 
already taken fifteen from your, own city 
into our home; three of these were sent to 
us by the managers of the Home for the 
Friendleas, one by the Sheltering Arms, two 
Of them came through the interest of Hon. 
W. J. Northen and his wife; five‘came through 
Mrs. ©. M. Evans, city missionary, two 
through W. P. Manly, ex-chief of police, one 
through Hon. G. R. Glenn, and two others 
through friends. 

I now say that though we af® overcrowded, 
the institution being supported entirely by 
private benevolence, with no organized back- 
ing, I am ready to take these two boys from 
the stockade and give them a chance at the 
Georgia Industrial home. We offered some 
time ago-to take the boy out of the peniten- 
tiary who was sent there from your city, 
but the movement failed because his mother 
refused to give him to the institution if the 
prison commission were to pardon him. I reé- 
fer you to General C. A. Evans. 

There should be at the Georgia Industrial 
home two Atlanta cotteges at least, one for 
boys and one for girls. We could build two 
for $3,000 that would hold ‘fifty children, 
twenty-five boys and twenty-five girls. We can 
support these children and give them the ad- 
vantages of our training. and system for $5 
per month per capita, which is $3,000 per an- 
num for the fifty children. Three thousand 
doHars would build and furnish the cottages; 
so that for $6,000 we can provide a place and 
support one year fifty children from your city, 
and lef me say that the further you remove 
a street boy from his world the better chance 
you havV@ of saving him. 

My position is that we can, located as we 
are, over 100 miles from Atlanta, save Atian- 
ta waifs and outcasts with greater certainty 
than an institution located close by. The peo- 
ple of Savannah have built a cottage at our 
place and yet we have more Atlanta children 
than we have Savannah children. Of course, 
I am interested in the ealvation of this par- 
ticular class of children and to them I am de- 
voting my life. The Georgia Industrial home, 
however, is not a personal enterprise, but 
has an honorable board of directors composed 
of E. J. Willingham, C. M. Wiley, W. A. Da- 
vis and its founder, of this city, and Hon. 
G. R. Glenn, state school euperintendent, of 
your city. 

It strikes me that as this institution is al- 
ready started and now has 108 children, fif- 
teen of them from Atlanta, and that it is do- 
ing a work recognized by those ‘high in au- 
thority as unquestioned in its success, that 
the easiest way in which Atlanta can aid to- 
ward helping your destitute children is to co- 
operate with us in building in Georgia one 
great central place where not only scores, but 
hundreds of our innocent little sufferers, of 
the streets and slums, may have a chance at 
the common virtues of life. This is important 
in this general aspect, and from several stand- 
points. Concentration cf effort at this point 
means aid to the destitute children of a state, 
and it also means the procurement of the best 
equipment, the best talent and the highest 
facilities for the care and training of these 
children. 

Believe me, there is:no personal or selfish 
motive in thie suggestion. I shall be happy 
in the thought that destitute childhood ig re- 
ceiving a helping hand if you establish an in- 
stitution like ours in every county in. the 
state, but suth is not practicable. Tennessee 
has an institution now supported Dy the state 
with over 800 inmates. We have the nucleus 
at the Georgia Industrial home for fust ag 
great and just as complete a“work. 

It matters not to me as to who shall run it 
if it may be_run properly and with but an 
eye single ti the good of those for whom it 
is established. My cup of joy will be ful) if 
i can see turned toward these defenseless, ir- 
responsible and helpless little ones of the 
Slums of the city and country kindly faces, 
helping hands and recognition by thoge to 
whom God has committed the strength and 
power of wealth. 

Let me say that you are on the right line 
in calling attention to these poor outcast chil- 
dren. I am trying in their behalf to prove my 
faith by my works. I1 would be glad to have 
you visit the Georgia Industrial home; yea, 
you or any citizen‘or number of citizens of the 
city of Atlanta. I would be giad to welcome 
you, show you through our place, let you meet 
our children and thoroughly inspect the work 
that we are trying to do for the very class 
about whom you write. 

I was convinced five years ago of the fear- 
ful neglect of this class of chilaren in the 
State of Georgia, and I turned aside from ev- 
erything to give them what brain and brawn 
I possessed. With faith in God and humanfty 
we still press forward in this work. 1 am sure 
that you will aid us with all possible speed.

C. BROADWAY ROUSS 


“J ‘krow The Atlanta Constitution. it 
is The New York Herald of the south!” 

This remark, made to me by Charlies 
Broadway Rouss, the famous confeder.te 
millionaire, when I visited New York 
several years ag>, has been ringing in 
my ears ever since. 

One of, his clerks who had formerly 
lived 1n Atlanta accidentally met me in 
front of the store and insisted upon tak- 
ing me upstairs to the office, where he 
introduced me to his employer. 

At that time the millionaire was ap- 
parently about fifty-five years old, »ut 
his red head showed not a single thread 
of silver, and his appearance was almost 
youthful. , 


When Mr. Rouss heard my name, and 
learned that I was one of The Constitu- 
tion’s writers, he became very cordial. A 
year before our meeting I had written an 
article for The Constitution in which I 
had related the story of his struggles and 
triumphs. 

In the article was a brief account of the 
kind action of Erastus Winan, who had 
cided him when he most needed a friend. 
Winan was rich, a member of the R. G. 
Dun company. It seems that he heard of 
the imprisonment of Rouss in the Tombs 
for debt, and looking initio the matter, 
satisfied himself that the young merchant 
was not a criminal, but simply the victim 
of misfortune. 

Though a stranger, he sent the prisoner 
a Christmas dinner, with a sympathetic 
note. 

Rouss felt so much encouraged that he 
at once wrote on the wall of his cell a 
prediction to the effect that he would 


 vind‘cate himself and rise in the world. 


A few days later Winan obtained his 
release, and from that time the career of 
Mr. Rcuss was wonderfully successful 
and prosperous. ' 

Besides these facts, my article stated 
that Rouss had landed in New York with 
cniy 10 cents in his pocket, and that after 
fortune favcred him he had come to the 
rescue of Winan, who was sent to jail 
by his partner for alleged financial irregu- 
larities. The bond of the defendant was 
fixed at $30,000, and nobody seemed in- 
clined to sign it. 

When Rouss heard of it he rushed off 
and made the bond. Then he drove up 
in his handsome carriage and took Winan 
to his elegant Fifth Avenue home. Winan 
was tried and acquitted. 

At the time the story was written I 
had no idea that I would ever see Mr. 
Rouss, and did not even send him a copy; 
but a press clipping bureau sent it to 
him, and the had not forgotten it when 
he met me. 


After a pleasant conversation of a few 
moments, the merchant prince excused 
himself requesting me to remain. In a 
short time he returned and laid a clip- 
ping before me. 

It was my article concerning himself! 

“You have done me a very great in- 
justice,” he said, with a severe look. 

I was trying to express my regrets, 
when he breke into a laugh. 

“You stated that I came to New York 
with 10 cents in my pocket. That is a 
mistake. I did not have that much 
money.’’ 

We talked a while longer, and I took 
my departure, never expecting to see 
him again. 

Early the next morning I was called un 
at my hotel by a gray-haired gentleman, 
who introduced himself as Colonel R. Cy 
Wood, the personal representative of Mr. 
Rouss. 

I soon learned that the colonel was the 
nephew of Mrs. Jefferson Davis. He had 
served with distinction in General John 
H. Morgan’s command, and was a resi- 
dent of New Orleans, but spent several 
months every year with his friend, Mr. 
Rouss. 


The colonel told me that I must ac- 
company him to.Mr. Rouss’ office, as that 
gentlemen desired to see more of me be- 
fore I returned.-h:-me. 

I tried to avoid, or at Icast postpone the 
visit, but the colonel would not listen, 
and we were soon on our way to the tail 
building on Broadway owned and occupied 
by the eccentric merchant. 

Colonel Wood was:full of anecdotes and 
reminiscences, in which his friend figured 
very prominently. 

“He was in the famous Black Horse 
cavalry of Virginia,’’ he said, “and they 
tell me that he fought like a tiger.. 

“That man, sir, is afraid of nothing on 
earth. One day he was alone, a mile 
from any other confederate. Riding 
rapidly around a bend in the road, he 
suddenly came upon seven federal cav- 
alrymen. These fellows were taken by 
surprise, and believing that other con- 
federates were coming, they at once sur- 
rendered, and offered to give up their 
weapons. 

“‘D-n your guns!’ shouted Rouss. 
‘Give me your haversacks!’ 

“The gallant confederate was hungry, 
Se- 
curing the haversacks, he then took the 
weapons of the seven federals and made 
them ride before him until the confeder- 
ete cemp was reached. Yow can imagine 
how tney felt when they learned that 
they had been captured by one man. 


“Rouss was always at the front when 
a battle was going on, and he was a 
holy terror to the enemy. It is not often 
that a general notices a private soldier 
in a battle, but the individuality of Rouss 
was £0 striking taat General Thomas L. 
Rosser still remembers seeing him in 
seme very hot fights. He saw him cut, 
slash and kill many of his enemies, and 
years afterwards, when he met him on 
the street in New York, he recognized him 
immediately and made himself known to 
the brave veteran. 

“But his record in peace,’’ continued 
ihe colonel, “is as remarkable 2s his war 
record. He landed in New York in ’65, 
pemniless and friendless, a shabby rebel 
in a strange land, among his old enemies. 
The first three nighf he slept in Central 
park. Then he got a job and began to 
make his wavy in the world. 

‘Fie is still unreéconstructed, a confed- 
erate to the core, and nothing delights 
him more than to aid his old comrades. 
He is very liberal to everything connect- 
ed with Virginia—spent’$30,000 on the cem- 
étery at Winchester, where he passed his 
young manhood; paid for the entire equip- 
ment of the fire department there, to say 
nothing of other things. 

‘You should see the bégging letters re- 
ceived by him every day. They are care- 
fully read, and he generally sends some- 
thing to each applicant. He is so accus- 
tomed to giving money that, not long ago, 
he pressed a $10 bill in the hand of a 
congressman who was leaving: his office. 

“The statesman asked him for an ex- 
planation, and Rouss blushed and apolo- 
gized. But here we are.”

We went upstairs to the office, and Mr. 
Rcuss devoted an hour to me. He urged 
me to dine with him at his elegant and 
palatial home, and insisted that I should 
consider his carriage my own while I was 
in the city. | 

He asked me many personal questions, 
and wanted to know where my wife was 
from. When I told him that che was a 
Virginian he was delighted. 

I thoroughly enjoyed my interviews 
with Mr. Rouss, and apprectated his cour- 
tesy; but when I left the city I took it 
for granted that our acquaintance was 
ended. 

But I was mistaken. About ten days 
after reaching home the express brought 
me a good sized box, addressed to my 
wife, and when opened I found that it 
was full of articles of the finest nen, 
imported from Germany—just such things 
as would delight any good housewife. It 
¥as a princely gift, and was prized very 
highly by my wife.

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CHANGES PROPOSED 
BY NEW ARMY BILL 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washingtcn, March 3.-—(Srecial.)—The 
feature of the new army Dill prepared by 
Secretary Root of most general interest 
fs that which creates a genera] staff, the 
purposes of which are fully explained in 
the measure. The proposed change is 
ene that has been often agitated among 
military experts, it being the contention 
of its advocates that much more effective 
results can be obtained with the army 
under the direction of svch a cerps than 
under the present system where we have 
a commanding general whose duties in 
time of war, aswell as in time of peace, 
seem to be merely nominal. 

Under the provisions of the bill, the 
president is authorized to detail from the 
army at large officers who shal! be desig- 
nzted the general staff, and whose duties 
shall be to consider the military policy 
ef the country and prepare comprehensive 
plans for the national defense and for the 
mobilization of military forces in time of 
war; to ccnsider and report upon all 
questions effecting the -velfare and effl- 
clency of the army, inc'uding organiza- 
ticn, methods of administration, arma- 
trcent, military preparation, plans of cam- 
paign, collection of military information, 
and such other professional matters as 
may be referred to them: to devise means 
for the cooperation of the military and 
naval forces of the United States with a 
view to harmonious action in time of war; 
to prepare and supervise the preparation 
and éerrangement of materia] for the 
military history of the United States, and 
to serve as an agency through which all 
means of professional military informa- 
ticn stall be at any time at the disposal 
of the war cepartment. 

General Staff—How Constituted. 

This general staff shall consist of one 
chief of staff, with the rank, pay and 
allowances of lieutenant general, wh9d 
shall be detailed by the president from 
the officers of the army at large not be- 
low the’grade of brigadier general, to 
serve for a period of four vears, unless 
sooner relieved; one major general, one 
brigadier general, four colonels, six 
lieutenant colonels and twelve majors, c)l 
cf whom shall be detailed from officers 
of corresponding grades in the army at 
large, under such rules of selection as 
the president may prescribe, to serve for 
periods of fcur years, unless sooner re- 
lieved; twelve captains, mounted, who 
shall be detailed from the grades of eap- 
tain or first HNeutenant. All! officers de- 
tailed to serve in the general staff shall, 
at the expiration of the period for which 
detailed, or sooner if relieved, return to 
duty with the brarg@h of the army in 
which commissioned, or to a_ different 
branch, in the discretion of the secretary 
of war, and, except in cases of emergency 
in time of war, no officer shall be eligible 
for a second detail in the general staff 
corps until he shall have served two 
years with the line in the intervening 
period. 

Miles Chief of General Staff. 

Section 7 of the bill provides that the 
senior -general officer of the army shall 
be assigned to command such portion of 
the army as the president may direct, or 
be detailed to dutv in the general staff 
corps. All duties prescribed by law for 
the commarding general of the army 
shal] be performed by the chief of the 
gener? staff or other general officer 
desigrated by the secretary of war. Pro- 
vided, that so long as the present lIleu- 
tenant general of the army continues on 
the active list he shall be chief #f the 
general staff, and upon the separation 
from active service of the said lieutenant 
general of the army, said office shall 
ceas« and determine. B 

This means, of course, that during the 
time he remains on the active jist, Gen- 
¢ral Miles is to remain at the head of 
the army. 

New Department of Supply. 

The same bill provides for the creation 
of a new department designed to sim- 
plify the work now being done by sev- 
eral departments. 

This contemplates the consolidation of 
the present quartermaster, subsistence 
and pay departments into a new depart- 
ment of supply, which is to have four 
divisions, to be known respectively as the 
supply and construction division, the com- 
missary division, the finance division and 
the transportation division. All the duties 
heretofore assigned to the three exist- 
ing departments are to be performed 
by the department of supply. 

There is to be a chief of the depart- 
ment of supply, with the rank, pay, and 
allowances of a major gegeral. The 
quartermaster general, the commissary 
general, the paymaster general and a chief 
of the transportation bureau, all of whom 
will have the rank, pay and allowances 
of brigadier generals; twelve colonels, 
seventeen lieutenant colonels, forty-nine 
majors, and one hundred and twelve cap- 
tains are denominated as the officers un- 
der this new department. It is provided 
that the officers now holding commis- 
sfons as quaréermaster general of sub- 
gistence and paymaster genetal shall per- 
form the duties of chief of the supply 
and construction division, the commis- 
gary division, the finance division, re- 
spectively, during their continuance on 
th eactive list under the present commls- 
sions. 

Doors Not Open to Privates. 

Another feature of the bill prepares the 
way for the promotion of non-commis- 
sioned officers to the grade of second 
lieutenants, but shuts the doors of such 
examination to private soldiers. This 
feature of the bi authorizes the pres- 
jdent to transfer a system of examination 
for non-commissioned officers to deter- 
mine -their fitness for promotion to te 
grade of second Heutengnt. In this par- 
agraph there is a provision ‘‘that all 
unmarried non-commissioned officers not 
over 27 years of age who have served 
honorably not less than two years in the 
army and who have shown aptitude for 
control and command of men and who 
have borne a good moral character be- 
fore and after enlistment may compete 
for promotion under any system pre- 
gcribed in conformity with this act. 
The examinations are to be held annually, 
Upon the completion of the preliminary 
examination each year all non-commis- 
eioned officers pronounced by the exam- 
ining boards as qualified candidates shall 
be ordered to the gendral setTv- 
ice and staff

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‘CITY TO TAKE 
HAND IN RATES 


Mayor Mims Sends Special 
Communication to the 
Council, 


MATTER WAS REFERRED 


TO BECK’S COMMITTEE! 


Question of Alleged Discrimination 
Will Be Carefully Looked Into, 
and Effort Made To Ad- 
just the Present 
Inequality. 


Following close on the heels of the 
announcement that Atlanta had lost an 


important manufacturing concern which. 


would have given employment to about 
150 people by the discrimination which 
Is made by the railroads against At- 
lanta in-the matter of freight rates, 
Mayor Mims took the matter up and, 
as the direct result of the state of af- 
fairs reviewed by The Constitution of 
last Sunday, sent the following com- 
munication to eouncil yesterday after- 
noon: 


Gentlemen: I call to your attention the im- 
portant matter of freight rates, as the city is 
affected by those now prevailing. 

It seems that other cities. have more favor- 
able rates that Atlanta, ani therefore to the 
prejudice of the trade and commerce of our 
city. 

I trust this subject will be referred to the 
proper cqammittee and have their prompt and 
‘arnest consideration. Very respectfully,

Referred to Committee. 

Without discussion, the communication 
was referred to the committee on manu- 
factures, freight rates and statistics, of 
which Councilman Beck is chairman. 
This committee, for a number of years, 
has been inactive and owing to the fact 
that it had no appropriation at its com- 
mand, has accomplished little or nothing 
of importance. When Councilman. Beck 
was appointed chairman he made up 
his mind to rejuvenate it if possible and 
furnish the city with important data 
of various kinds. 

Councilman Beck has studied the sub- 
ject of freight rates at considerable 
length and is thoroughly familiar with 
the disadvantages under which Atlanta 
merchants and manufacturers labor in 
the matter of competition with other 
cities in the south situated on .water 
ways. 

J. Frank Beck Talks. 

AS a member and director of the At- 
lanta Business Men’s League, which was 
afterwards merged with the. Chamber of 
(ommerce, he was a member of a_com- 
mittee which had the establishment of 
a freight bureau for Atlanta under con- 
sideration. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday 
he said: 

“The case of the Pittsburg Plate Glass 
Company, the details of which appeared 
in the Constitution of Sunday, does not 
surprise me in the least. The enormous 
rates which Atlanta shippers are com- 
pelled to pay does the city an annual 
injury that cannot be estimated. § It 
is a surprise that more concerns do not 
leave the city. I intend taking the mat- 
ter up at once and doing everything 
I can, but I do not “know how much 
success we will have in altering the pres- 
ent discrimination.”’ 

Mayor Mims had also given the matter 
considerable thought. He said: 

“I knew that Atlanta had high rates, 
but I was not fully aware of the dif- 
ference between this and other places 
until I saw the article in the Constitu- 
tion of Sunday. The subject is a grave 
one, and if we are to lose business and 
population by this fact it is time some- 
thing was being done.

Building and Grounds Committee of 
Council Is Now a 
Dead One. 

Among the routine matters to come up 
in council was the ordinance of Council- 
man Styron seeking to abolish the build- 
ings and grounds committee.

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BAD MONEY MEN HERE 
FROM PHILADELPHIA 


Jacobs, Kendig and Stewart, Notorious Counter- 
feiters, Brought to Atlanta Federal Prison from 
Pennsylvania State Penitentiary.

William L. Jacobs, William L. Kendig 
and Thomas J. Stewart, the notorious 
Philadelphia counterfeiters, arrived at 
the federal prison yesterday afternoon 
from the Pennsylvania state penitentiary 
at Philadelphia, where they have been 
confined since their conviction. 

The facts concerning the crime commit- 
ted by these men are well known -to the 
public | as at the time of their detection 
the matter was given great pnubiicity. 
Their trial was long and stubborniy 
fought, but the evidence proved-too con- 
clusive and all three were found guilty 
and sentenced to terms in the PennsyI- 
vania state penitentiary. Jacobs and 
Kendig received twelve years each, white 
Stewart was given only five. This dis- 
crimination in his favor is thought to 
have been on account of his- youth. 

Tne men were brought to Atlanta from 
Philadelphia by order of the departmerg 
of justice. Their trial was held in the 
United States court at Philadelphia, but 
for some reason up to this time they 
have been confined in the state prison. 
John E. Wilkie, chief of the United 
States secret service bureau, who has 
probabliy had more experiénce with clev- 
er and desperate criminals than any other 


man in the United States today considers 
Jacobs, Kendig and Stewart the most 
exvert counterfeiters with whom the 
United States officials have ever had to 
deal. 

He ig the author of an ably written 
magazine article in which he tells the 
story of the counterfeiting done by these 
men and of the great trouble that the. 
officials had in detecting them . 

They had their plant on Arch street 
in Philadelphia, within a stone’s throw 
of the city hall and they operated there 
for nearly a year before they were dis- 
covered. They had made over $100,000 in 
$20 and $10 bills before they were discover- 
ed- 

The biiis were almost’ perfectly design- 
ed and the secret service officials were 
for scveral months at their wits’ end 
as to what to do. For months the bills 
kept coming into the United States treas- 
ury at Washington to be redeemed before 
the source of their manufacture ard cir- 
culation became known to the officials. 

The bills were shipped from Philadel- 
phia to Lancaster, Pa., where one of the 
trio of the convicted counterfeiters had 
@ ciger stand from which he put the 
money into circulation. ,

In the afternoon at 3 o'clock 
Rev. Edward Marshall, of Chicago, spoke 
on the second coming of Christ, and Hen- 
ry Varley, of London, England, spoke at 
4 o’clock on the ‘‘FormAtion of Christ in 
the Believer.” The day’s services were 
closed last night with an address by Mr. 
Morgan at 8 o’¢clock. = 
Dr, Erdman’s Talk. 

By 10 o'clock the large auditorium of 
the Tabernacle was well filled to hear 
Dr. Erdman’'s opening*addréss. His sub- 
ject for the morning was ‘‘The Kingdom.,”’ 
and in fhe hour assigned him he under- 
took to lay’ the foundations for his fu- 


ture addresses. 

“What is the main thought of the Bi- 
ble?” he asked. ‘‘From Genesis to Reve- 
lation there is a progréss of doctrine.

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JOB, A TRAGEDY OF 
FAITH, INTERPRETED 


“Job; a Tragedy of the Faith."’ was the 
subject of Professor 8S. H. Clark’s lec- 
ture yesterday afternoon at the Girls’ 
High School, this being the second in the 
series explaining ‘“The Mission and Pur- 
pese of Tragedy.”’ Another large audi- 
ence of several hundred people enjoved 
this scholarly and beautiful address, men 
and women alike being enthusiastic over 
Mr. Clark’s broad and interesting treat- 
ment of his magnificent theme.» 

He introduced his interpretaticn of Job, 
which he called the most powerful drama 
contained in the scriptures, with a dis- 


4 sertation upon religion and art—their re- 


lation and dependence. Religion gavel 
birth to art, and the child rose up to 
serve the mother. In other words; re- 
ligion is an instrument of art, and art is 
an instrument of religion. Thus the Bi- 
tle, regarded in the light of a religious 
instrument, preserts, in the bock of Job, 
alcne considered, a masterpiece of art; 
it is one of the greatest of the tragic 
dramas: at the same time, the book of 
Jcb, a literary triumph, is a powerful 
religious force. 

Passing over the incidcntal lessons Job 
teaches, the value of which Mr. Clark 
did not underestimate, he showed that 
the chief aim of the drama is to set 
ferth the problem of human suffering. 
The whole story, he said, asks the ques- 
tion, Why do the good suffer and why is 
evil permitted in the world? The in- 
spirel writer of Job puts this question 
ir words, but he does not answer in 
words. Goethe does when he says that 
man’s active nature would flag did he 
meet in his course with ro cpposition, 
and that, therefore, the spirit of evil was 
permitted to enter life to temp: man and 
to destroy his work, that he might more 
surely, through this goading influence, 
conquer 2nd build his way over tempta- 
tion and destructicn to the higher life. 

The problem of human suffering is ex- 
emplified in Job, a good man who is sub- 
jected to extreme suffering and whose 
physical trials and mental anguish are 
temptations which a great faith converts 
into the insiruments of his final salva- 
tion. .Faith Mr. Clark declared to be an 
emotion rather than a matter of intellect, 
and, therefore, the book of Job, instead 
of taking the form of a philosophical 
treatise, sets forth its theme ir the form 
of a rousing tragic drama, designe to 
appeal first through the emotions and yet 
tc satisfy the intellect. 

Mr. Clark handled his subject with 
force and conviction, and yet with a 
delicaey in the matter of detail which 
precluded the possibility of offense even 
to the touchiest adherents of their own 
scriptural opinions, and every feature of 
his lecture, frora iis general conception 
of his broad subject to his manner of 
detivery, was masterly.

Hadfield and Galvin, 
Russell Walthour and Fields, Fenn and 
Cadwell, Lawson and Barclay and Hua- 
ter and Bennett got third, fourth, fifth, 
sixth and seventh money, according to 
the order named. 

The _final score for Leander and Rutz 
and Lake and Turville was 276 miles and 
9 laps, and for the other five teams 276 
miles and 8 laps. The riding of Fénn at 
the finish was very disappointing, as his 
admirerg had considered that his team 
would surely finish amcng the one-two- 
threes. 

The race began at 8:32 o’clock sharp. 
Every seat in the Coliseum was crowded 
when Manager Prince fired the siarting 
gun. The seven teams got off in a bunch, 
ard before they had fairly started “‘Lit- 
tle’ Fenn shot ahead fer the first sprint 
of the evening. Fenn did not attempt to 
gain a lap by his sprint, but he did set 
a pace for over 8 laps which made the 
tajl-enders’ breath come in audible gasps.

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PROMISED MONEY TO WITNESS. 


Patrick Wanted His Office Boy To 
Keep a Close Mouth. 

New York, March 3.—A. B. Cohen, one 
of W. M. Rice's agents in Texas, who 
was on the stand when court adjourned 
Friday, was recalled today fn the trial of 
Albert T. Patrick, who is accused of 
Rice’s murder. He told of delay in his 
pay checks of July and August, 1900. He 
corroborat2d the story told by Charles F. 
Jones that there was such delay. Jones 
testified that he held back the checks at 
Patrick’s direction and that he finally 
sent to Mr. Cohen two checks handed him 
(Jones) by Patrick. Cohen identified the 
checks in question. He said he filled out 
the body of the checks and mailed them 
to Mr. Rice for signatures. They reached 
him signed September 19, 1900. 

John Hoolihan, one of the hall boys 
at No. 500 Madison avenue, said he saw 
Jones leave the house at 6:20 p. m., after 
having used the telephone. This evidence 
was in corroboration of Jones’ statement 
that at about 6:15 he left the apartment 
house after telephoning to Patrick to 
meet him at the telegraph office, 

Paul Tiesch, the night elevator man, 
testified that when Patrick left Rice’s 
apartment he carried a valise. “He told 
me,’’ said Tiesch, ‘‘that' 1 was remember- 
ed in Mr. Rice's will, but that I had bet- 
ter not talk about it, because Jones was 
not remembered.” 

‘Has Captain Baker pdfd you for the 
statement you made in this cage?’ was 
asked. 

‘He promised to pay me for my trotu- 
ble,”’ replied Tiesch. 

The witness said he had talked with 
Jones in the district attorn®y’s office. 
Jones asked him to testify that Jones 
had introduced Patrick as Mr. Smith, but 
this the witness would not do, as he had 
always known Patrick as Patrick. 

Joseph .Mayer testified that he was 
formerly employed as office boy by Pat- 
rick. Patrick told him to put all letters 
marked ‘‘W. M. Rice’’ in his (Patrick's) 
desk.

Some have already 
announced, while others are spoken of 
as possible candidates, and these latter 
“will, no doubt, declare themselves one 
way or the other within the next few 
days. : | 

_ Por the Senate. 

Tt being Fulton’s time for the senate, 
under the agreement made two years 
ago between the three counties of the 
distriet, Hon. Clark Howell, the present 
senator from this district, and the presi- 
dent of the senate, has announced that 
he will be a candidate for reelection, 
both for the senate and for the presi- 
dency. 

For the House. 

Those already prominently mentioned 
for the ‘house of representatives and 
presumed to be candidates are Messrs. 
J. M. Slaton, Thomas Egleston, and 
C. C. Houston, for reelection, and Messrs. 
Edgar Latham, FE. F. Childress and F. J. 
Merriam have already announced that 
they were candidates for the legislature. 

It is generally understood that all the 
county officers, whose terms expire this 
year, are candidates for reelection. In 
the case of the county commissioners, 
Colonel Clifford L. Anderson. has already 
announced that he would stand for re- 
election, and the friends of both Com- 
missioner Forrest Adair and Walter R.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


That New Birmingham Train. 

Some time ago it was announced in The 
Constitution that the! officials of the 
Southern railway were considering the 
feasibility of putting’*on another train 
between Atlanta and Birmingham, which 
should run each way during the night 
and give passengers ‘the opportunity to 
leaVe eith\r city late in the evening and 
arrive in the other early the next morn- 
ing. 

Since this was published the local 
passenger officials of the Southern have 
received a large number of letters from 
traveling men and other patrons of the 
road telling of the need of such service 
and expressing the hope that it would be 
put on at an early date. 

District Passenger Agent J. C. Beam, 
of the Southern, who has charge of the 
passenger business in this territory, says 
that these requests Rave had careful 
fonsideration and that it is quite possi- 
ble fhat the train will be put on before 
a great while. 

The Southern now 
train between Atlanta and Chattanooga, 
which receives an excellent patronage, 
and at the same time costs the road very 
little. as it consists only of. a sleeper, 
coach and baggage ear attached to the 
regular night through freight. Such a 
freight is run now between Atlanta and 
Birmingham and by attaching the pas- 
senger cars as is done In the case of the 
Chattanooga train. this ad@&tional service 
could be put on with practically no in- 
crease in cost of operation. 

Traveling men are especially interested 
in the inauguration of this night service 
between Atlanta and Birmingham As 
the trains now run it is impossible for a 
man to complete a day’s work in one 
city and arrive in the other in timé to 
begin work early the next morning.
